3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art was found to teach or sufficiently suggest the sealing layer composition of claim 
10, particularly wherein the composition consisting essentially of the recited 
components, includes 5 to 20% of one of the claimed high softening point hydrocarbon 
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resins, wherein the sealing layer composition sealing temperature is at least 10°C below 
the sealing temperature of the copolymer alone, for a predetermined hot tack value. 
Thus, claims 10, 12, 15 and 21-26 are allowed.
